POPULAR SCIENCE. 


M. Jtnssen, the FrenoU astrono- 


usor, is arranging for balloon ascent* 
from thr«« stations, cue in Europe, 
auotber in America and a third in Si- 
beria, to observe tUe November shoot- 
ing stars next year. The balloons are 
to measure nfty thousand to sixty 
thousand cubic feet, and carry three 
nitsn, ou« aeronaut and two observers, 
with electric lamps, chronometers and 
star maps.

thousand feet.

to be sent up to test the high atmos- 
phere. 


A remarkable work, lately acquired 


by the Field Columbian Museum at 
Chicago, has been lost to science dnr- 
jug its travels for twenty years.

The house monae has maJa a home

of the outer world's appearance.
